When they could 
earn a dollar a day while waiting for perma- 
pent empioyment they could afford to be 
patient, but nowthat they have to wait two 
and three years maybe before a chance 
for them to get into the schools is 
presented, their patience becomes exhausted 
befere the deferred hope can be realized. 


There are at present four Normal classes 
waiting tojointhe teachers’ corps.

A TREASURE FOR MRS. MAYBRICK. 


S. B. Yume of Providence Loves Arsenic and 
Eats It Regularly. 

By Telegraph to the PosT-DisPator. 
PROVIDENCE, R. I., August 26.—Providence 
has a citizen who would die without his daily 
dose of arsenic. To him the poison Is as in- 
dispensable as. wholesome food to ordinary 
men. Somer B. Yume is the gentleman whose 
case is puzzling the doctors, None can ac- 
count for the strange appetite and two of the 
physicians who predicted Mr. Yume’s early 


death arein their graves, while the poison 
consumer promises to a nonogenarian. 
Twenty-five 6 ane e Yume was bitten 


in the han 7 a rattlesnake 
he was trying to in the 
mountains of Central ennsylvania. 


In a few minutes the venom began to chill bis 
blood, and he realized that the snake bite was 
fatal. In his despair he determined to commit 
suicide, and with that end in view he swal- 
lowed a quantity of arsenic that he had in his 
pocket for another purpose. The effect was 
astonishing. The mineral poison seemed to 
counteract that of the serpent’sfangs. In- 
stead of its being a race between the two 
poisons as to which would first kill Mr. Yume, 
one destroyed the other, and the result was 
the immediate recovery of the man. Mr. 
Yume felt the blood in his veins grow warm, 
and in twenty minutes he was as well as be- 
fore his encounter with the rattler. 

The arsenic had no bad effect, and he re- 
turned to his hotel inthe Alleghenies with no 
inconvenience except that of an empty stom- 
ach. He told his adventure: but was laughed 
at. He showed where the enake had seized his 
hand, but no one would believe that arsenic 
was the remedy for rattlers’ poison. Whisky 
was the only antidote, and even that was not 
sure. At supper Mr. Yume found himself in 
an awkward predicament. Neither food nor 
arink would stay on his stomach, and, to add 
to his troubles, his arm began to swell and 
his blood coursed as sluggishly as it had when 
the snake poison was introduced into his sys- 
tem early in the day. The local doctor said 
there was no help for him, that he had all the 
symptoms of a man wounded by arattier’s 
fangs. Suddenly it occurred to Mr. Yume 
that what he needed was arsenic, and he 


called for a _ tablespoonful. The land- 
lord refused it, not wanting a suicide 
on his premises, and the apparentiy 


dying man ran ſor the only drug store in the 
place. The apothecary was too deliberate 
and Mr. Yume enatched the jar and swallowed 
a large quantity on the spot, greatly tothe 
horror of the medicine man of the mountains. 
As before, the effect was magical. The arse- 
nic overcame the snake poison again, and Mr. 
Yume returned in perfect health for bis meal. 
He slept soundly,but in the morningghe same 
trouble returned and he was obliged to resort 
to arsenic for a cure. At night the dose had 
to be repeated, and since 1864 at regular inter- 
vals of twelve hours he has had to take arsenic 
to counteract the snake poison that asserts it- 
self morning and evening. 

The story of the arsenic-taker was doubted 
by anumber of Providence men who acci- 
dentiy heard it yesterday. They joked him 
on his success in «ut-Munchausening Mun- 
chausen and his quiet reply was that he would 
swallow the poison in thelr presence. 

Loet me furnish the arsenic,’’ said one who 
suspected that he meant to take a harmiess 
powder resembling arsenic. 

„Do so, was the quiet reply, the 
arsenic was bought and swallowed. 

How do you account for this?’ Mr. Yume 
was asked. 

‘‘I can’t tell you, he sald. All I know is 
that since the snake bit me I have had to use 
it twice a day. I believe if I could not get 
arsenic I would die of snake poison. It had 
no bad effect on me, and 1 feel as well as I 
ever did. It Itake too much,I simply vomit 
up the surpins, and if not enough I feel stiff 
and chilly untill get more. A table spoonful, 
slightly heaped, is the right dose. a 

There is nothing in Mr. Yume’s looks to in- 
dicate that he is a consumer of arsenic, and 
his expectation is that if the mineral should 
ever give out the snake poison would speedily 
finish his career. 

It is nearly time for the snake poison to 
begin to work. Watch my arm; itis swelling. 
My blood seems to be freezing. Give me the 
arsenic.’’ 

He is said to have swallowed enough in their 
sight to kill the whole party. The incredulous 
visitors saw his arm resume its natural size, 
and rubbed their eyes hardly believing that 
he had taken the poison supplied by one of 
their party.

ROsS RAYMOND. 


A Confidence Operator With an Interna- 
tional Reputation. 


NEW Tonk, August 26.—Inspector Byrnes 
received by yesterday’s mall from Liverpool a 
letter from John C. Derham, Chief Constable 
of Black Pool, England, asking for the Ameri- 
can record ofa man arrested there some days 
ago who called himself Capt. Blackford.’’ 
He was arrested for getting a false billof Ex- 
change cashed for £21. The Constable' said 


the prisoner was also knownas Ernest Nor- 
ton, Ernest Bennet, Ernest Ross and Frank 
Roulette. 

Accompanying the letter was a picture of 
the prisoner which was immediately recog- 
nized as one of Ross Raymond. The first 
known of Raymond wasin 1871, when he came 
to New York from Chicago and obtained em- 
ployment as a reporter on a dally paper. 
He was arrested for stealing an over- 
coat and sentenced to two years imprison- 
ment. After his release he went to Phila- 
delphia and carried on extensive swindling 
operations there. Learning that be was to be 
arrested he went to Boston, and by passing 
worthiess checks got together money enough 
to go to Europe. He went to Alexandria, and 
on the representation that he was the 
war correspondent or the London Morn- 


ing Post, managed to borrow con- 
siderable money, after having been royally 
entertained by various people. The Hotel 


Splendide in Paris next had him as a guest.

Raymond disappeared and with him went 
8,000 francs which he had borrowed from the 
hotel proprietor.

A DEAD MAN’S FINGER. 


MATTIE BLANCHE ALEXANDER REPORTED 
TO THE POLICE FOR HAVING ONE. 


Camille Beckman Charges That Mattie Paid 
$10 to Have a Grave Robbed in Order to 
Procure the Charm Against Police Inter- 
ference—Who Mutilated the Body—Some 
More Odd Police Views of Criminal Ac- 
cusations, 


BOUT 10 o’clock this 
morning as Detective 
Pat Lawler was saunter- 
ing carelessly through 
the main corridor of the 
Four Courts he was 
hurriedly avproached 
by an excited young 
colored woman, who 
drew him to one side 
weer and cautiously whis- 
we pered: 
„Say, what can you 
Go to a person that digs 
up adead man and cuts 
off his finger?’’ 
Detective Lawler was 
surprised at the ques- 
tion. He had aright to 
be surprised. He 
curbed his curiosity, however, and led the 
woman into the private office, where she told 
her story. She said; 
„Until recently I Have been boarding with 
Mattie Blanche Alexander, acolored woman, 
who keeps a furnished-room house at No. 21 
South Eighth street. About a week ago I 
happened to go into her room while she was 
dressink. On the chair lay a pieceof red 
flannel, witha cord attached. Out of curi- 
osity I picked it up, when to my horror 
out rolled a human finger. The ghastly thing 
fell on the floor with athump. Mattie Blanche 
grabbed it up as soon as possible, but not be- 
fore I had taken a good look at the object, 
notwithetanding my fear. It was the fore- 
finger from the hand of a white man, severed 
at the third joint. Iam positive about it.“ 
But how do you know where she got it?’’ 
ask Lawier. 
‘*O, 1 threatened to tell if she did not let me 
into the secret. Atfirst she refused and or- 


dered me out of the house, but finally she said 
she wore the finger fastened about her body 
FOR A HOODOO, 
to keep the officers from arresting her. She 
admitted that she had got it from a dead man 
and the next day she pointed out the colored 
man who had done the work. She paid him 
$10 and he raised a ‘body in one of the ceme- 
terles—she would not tell me which. I got so 
scared about it that lieft her house. efore 
Ileftehe made me promise never to repeat 
what she had told me, but I can’t sleep for 
thinking about it. 
The woman who gave the information is an 
octoroon named Camille Beckman, who 
claims to have been born and raised in To- 
ronto, Canada. She oer? she was brought up 
in aconvent, She is well known to the police. 
She hasa good education, speaking English 
and French fluently. she says a colored 
washerwoman, whose name she has forgotten, 
will substantiate her statements, she having 
seen the finger on various occasions. The 
story should be investigated. As yet no action 
has been taken. 
Voodoo doctors, dances and devices of 
many kinds have always been held in super- 
stitious awe by a few of the more ignorant 
colored people. The police. however, are 
incredulous and treat the matter asa huge 
joke. They refuse to order an investigation. 
Mattie Blanche Alexander was seen at her 
house and asked about the truth of the state- 
ments made concerning ner by Camile Beck- 
man. She denied possessing any voodoo“ 
charm of any kind and safd she 
DID NOT BELIEVE IN THEM 
although sume colored folks did. 
mitted that she had a charm strin 
bag which her sister had 
but whether it contained 
finger or woman’s ng 
any piece of a human body she did not know. 
She stated further that she thought Camile 
was trying to do her a piece of spite 
work because of having deen re- 
fused rooms in the Alexander House. Camille 
stoutly stuck to her story and brought ina 
laundress named Lizzie to prove it. Mattie 
Blanche Alexander continued to deny the 
possession of any ‘‘hoodoo’’ charms and con- 
cluded by saying that she was not a bad wom- 
an herself, while Camile’s character was 
well known.

WIPED OUT OF EXISZENCE, 


Burning of a Rockford (III.) Furniture Fac- 
tory—One Life Lost—Other Fires. 


ROCKFORD, Ill., August 26.—The entire plant 
of the Union Furniture Co. was wiped out of 
existence last night by the most disastrous 
fire that has ever occurred in this vicinity. It 
broke out in the finishing room and in three 
hours the buildings, two large, four-story 
structures, were in ashes—not a thing saved. 
The company will lose nearly $100,000 on 
which there is only $40,000 insurance. The 


company was conducted by Swedish Amer- 
icans and all the stockholders were employed 
in the works. The buildings were 
owned by ex-Mayor Tinker, whose loss is 
$25,000, without insurance. At present he is 
in Denver. The Secretary of the company, 


here knows in what companies the insurance 
is placed. There were a number of accidents, 
but the most distressing was the death of 
Ralph Emerson, Jr., only son of Ralph Emer- 
won, President ofthe Emerson-Taicott Manu- 
facturing Co., one of the best known citizens 
of this State. Young Emerson was on his 
father’s building holding the hose and pro- 
tecting the structure from fire. The hose was 
pulled, he lost his balance, fell on the slippery 
roof and fell to the ground below, a distance 
of thirty feet. He struck on the back of his 
head and broke his neck, dying instantly. 
Ralph, Jr., was educated at an Eastern college, 
was 22 years old and a most exemplary young 
man. A man named Ward bad a leg broken 
and Fireman Cavanaugh was rendered un- 
conscious by the heat. 


A Boy and Horses Burned to Death. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., August 26.—A fire at 2:30

stroyed $3,000 worth of property and burned 
Harry Randall, aged 8, to death.

A LIFE WORTH LIVING. 

Ot the venerable Henry SHAw, whose 
long and honorable life ended yesterday, 
it may be said with exceptional signifi- 
oance that the world is better and happier 
for his having lived in it. 

This is the best that oan be said for any 
man. Despite the intense struggle for 
wealth and personal aggrandizement in 
life, after death the great common con- 
sciousness of mankind concerning what is 
genuinely noble and worthy measures the 


value of a man’s work by the benefits he 


has conferred upon others. And so, meas- 
ured by this standard, Well done“ may 
be written with universal assent on the 
last page of this good old man’s record. 
He united in singular degree the passive 
virtue of innocence with the active merit 
of public benefaction. ‘ 

Several points of striking interest and 
value in this aggressive, money-getting, 
power-seeking age are presented by Mr. 
SuHaw’s character and career. While a 
wealthy man he had no greed of wealth 
for wealth’s sake or for the power or po- 
sition it could command. He was con- 
spicuously modest in nature and was will- 
ing to be active in good work while 
shrinking from the public trumpeting of 
his deeds. Love of ostentation and desire 
for personal aggrandizement were con- 
spicuously lacking in him. And the crown 
of his life was a plan of practical benevo- 
lence which combined the satisfaction of 
his own intelligent tastes and desires with 
the pleasure and instruction of his fel- 
lows. The beautiful park and garden, 
the results of his care, labor and means, 
which gave delight to his fellow citizens 
during his life are perpetual legacies to 
them, rich in the charms of art and nat- 
ure and in scientific value. Thev are 
lasting monuments which shall keep his 
name ever fresh in grateful remem- 
brance. 

‘His life was in many respects ideal, and 
may serve as a model. After a few years 
of energetic industry he retired on a mod- 
erate competence. That it has grown to 
a munificent fortune is due to his far-see- 
ing judgment, intelligent improvement 
andthe prosperous growth of the com- 
munity in which his life was spent, not at 
all to selfish hoarding or grinding profit- 
making. He has thus been enabled to 
give a large share of his life and means to 


faction. 

And so, when the end came, the beauty 
and fragrance which surrounded him 
were typicalof his own sweetness and 
gentleness @nd of his kindly deeds. The 
friends who were about him were only 
representatives of the vast multitude 
linked to him by the bonds of affection 
and gratitude. In peace and honor, with 
the soothing consciousness of universal 
good-will, he sank to rest, Like one that 
wraps the drapery of his couch about him 
and lies down to pleasant dreams.“ 

That was a life worth living and worth 
remembering.

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UNDULY EXCITED. 

The Canadians are unduly excited about 
the harmless interference of the little 
revenue cutter Rush with their sealing 
operations in Behring’s Sea, twenty, fifty, 
seventy or more miles from land. Their 
vessels are only told to consider them- 
selves captured and are then left to go 
where they please, the captains and crews 
not being paroled. 

The Government of the United States is 
perfectly good for the small claims for 
damages that may arise from such ‘‘out- 
rages’’ as these, and probably intends to 
pay them without quibbling or aggravat- 
ing delay. All it wants is a claim for 
damages witha bill of particulars from 
the British Government, to serve asa 
basis for areadjustment of the fishery 
treaties between the two Governments 
with respect to both the Pacific and At- 
lantic and their estuaries. Mr. BLAINE 
wants a correspondence with Lord Saris- 
BURY on this subject and this is his way of 
starting it. 

When the House last winter passed a 
hill declaring that section 1956 of the 
Revised Statutes from the act of 1870 ap- 
plies to “all the waters in Behring’s Sea 
‘‘embraced within the boundary lines 
“mentioned and described in the treaty 
‘‘with Russia,“ the Senate distinctly re- 
fused to indorse any such construction of 
the act or any such claim of jurisdiction 
over the high seas. The declaratory act 
passed by the two houses simply affirms 
that section 1956 applies to ‘‘all the 
“dominion of the United States in the 
waters of Behring’s Sea.“ Whether this 
dominion extends more than three miles 
from land into Behring’s Sea is a question 
adroitly and distinctly and purposely 
avoided. Congress was unwilling to as- 
sert a claim to a wider jurisdiction and 
no President or Secretary of State has 
ever been foolish enough to commit our

im politic claim. 

Mr. Wispon has sent the Rush out 
carefully instructed to lay a basisfor a 
new negotiation for which Mr. Bla 
thinks he is loaded.

Stranger 
still, not a single Canadian vessel cap- 
tured in that sea outside of the three- 
mile limit has ever been arraigned before 
an American court competent to condemn 
it. The vessels condemned by the court 
at Sitka were released by our Government 
because the statute creating ‘that court 
was defective, and no appeal to a compe- 
tent tribunal was proyided for. And yet 
the Rush’s alleged captures, which have 
all been turned loose to go where they 
please, have at the same time been 
ordered to report for trial at Sitka. The 
court.there seems to have been estab- 
hshed on purpose to play part in a game of 
bluff with reference to seal poaching and 
the meaning of the act of 1870. 
a — 
WHEN the Iowa Republicans the other 
day demanded the same protection for 
‘‘farm products that is given to 
„the products of the labor of other 
**classes,’’ they had evidently forgotten 
the speech in which Senator ALLISON in 
1870 showed them protection was robbing 
farmers and could not be adjusted to 
benefit them as much as it hurt them. 
They must also have forgotten how the 
wool duty of 1867 destroyed their sheep 
industry. Under the previous low or 
„free trade“ tariff, Iowa's flocks 
of sheep had increased to 1,354,608 in 1867, 
and woolen factories were springing up 
and doing well. Butin ten years after 
the high duty was placed on wool in 1867, 
the sheep flocks of Iowa, according to her 
State Auditor’s report, had dwindled 
from 1,354,608 to 349,439, andin 1887, ten 
years later, to 271,335. In the same 
twenty years her unprotected cattle had 
increased from 686,109 to 3,741,875, and her 
unprotected hogs from 776,412 to 1,825,353. 
—— — 
COMMISSIONER DOWNING misrepresents 
the inspection law when he says that one 
paragraph of it requires that the inspect- 
ors shall be experts ‘‘while another says 
‘‘they must not be men who have been 
„associated with grain dealing.“ There 
is no such absurd contradiction in the 
law. The only requirements of the law 
are that they shall be competent ex- 
perts and ‘‘shall not be interested 
in any warehouse.“ He boasts that 
he found two such, and if the commission 
had been less eager to evadethelawa 
Chief Inspector and a full corps of assist- 
ants such as the law requires would have 
been appointed instead of a lot of political 
dependents, whom, Mr. DOWNING says, 
they will have to educate. The law makes 
no provision for such education, but does 
muke it the duty of the commission to re- 
move any incompetent instead of ap- 
pointing such. 
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Mr. J. A. BRADLEY, the founder of As- 
bury Park, pronounces prohibition at that 
cold-water resort a dismal failure. In a 
letter on the subject he suggests that a li- 
censed saloon and open selling of liquor 
under the control of the law would be far 
preferable to the underground joint and 
the saloon drug store. Mr. BrRaDLry has 
merely added his testimony to that of the 
people of nearly all the States in which 
prohibition has been tried.

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The Difficulty of Wealth From Poultry. 


From the London Field. 

We know of no poultry farms in England or 
elsewhere that have not proved disastrous 
pecuniary failures. We have known many 
founded under all kinds of conditions, and 
very many thousands of pounds lost in the 
attempts, There are no poultry farms in 
France or Italy, the eggs and chickens being 
produced by the small cultivators. Poultry is 
e bye product. where it can be produced, as is 
is by the peasants, without extra cost, it it 
profitabie; but it has never yet been proved 
that it can be made to pay for rent of land and 
building, good, skilled attendance and labor, 
conveyance to market,and interest of capital. 
Our a¢vice is not to embark in a pursuit which 
affords numerous examples of failure and not 
one of success. The establishments adver- 
tised as poultry farms are businesses for the 
sale of exhibition poultry at fancy prices and 
not farms in the proper sense of the word.

The Carpenters’ Union. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We have readin the Post- DISPATCH of last 
Friday that Robert T. Swallow.of Chicago is 
coming here on Labor Day and will during his 
stay reorganize the St. Louis carpenters, who, 
since the recent strike, have been in a very 
disorganized condition, We beg leave through 
your paper to deny the assertion that the car- 
penters aie disorganized, as Mr. Swallow is 


led to believe. If your informant had read the 
monthly reports of thé St. Louis Unions, as 
published in their official journal, the Carpen- 
ter, he would have found that the total num- 
ber of carpenters in the unions of St. Louis on 
the 8lst of December, „ was 214. He would 
have also found that on June 80, 1889, the 
number of in good standing was 835. That 
isthe number on which the St. Louis unions 
pay 10 cents per capita tax to the central 
oflice, and we would certainly not pay tax on 
a higher number of members than we have. 

Previous to the late strike we had only four 
unions of the United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters in this city. At present we have eight 
unions. Does this showing look as if the Bt. 
Louis carpenters are disorganized? If we take 
the United States census of 1880 we find the 
pumber of resident carpenters given at 1,808. 
Deduct the number of carpenters employed in 
the planing mills and you will 
see that there is but a small per cent 
of the resident carpenters outside of 
the United Brotherhood of Oarpenters. 
To those who can remember the condition of 
the journeyman carpenter in 1860 to August, 
1881, and the several abortive attempts made 
to organize the trade during that period, and 
then cast a retrospective glance at what the 
Brotherhood has accomplished since 1881, the 
results must appear almost marvelous. 

It furnishes us with the convincing proof 
that carpenters are learning to appreciate 
the advantages of organizations which our 
society affords to its members and the addi- 
tions to our ranks in this city in the past eight 
months show that carpenters are not forced 
into our society by the exercise of any system 
of terrorism which people that don’t know 
our objects associate with unionism. They 
must have joined us because they have wit- 
nessed the good which our organization is ac- 
complishing and desire to participate in 
the advantages which it confers and the belief 
that it is capable of effecting a revolution in 
the condition of our trade

„He was always kind, and souglt to win 
the confidence of men by sympathy and love. 
There was no taint or touch of malice in his 
‘blood. To him his fellows did not seem de- 
praved—they were not wholly bad—there was 
within the heart of each the seeds of good. He 
knew that back of every thought and act were 
forces uncontrolled. He wisely said: ‘Cir- 
cumstances furnish the seeds of goodand evil, 
and man is but the soil in which they grow.’ 
He fought the oreed and lovedthe man. He 
pitied those who feared and shuddered at the 
thought of death—who dwelt in darkness and 
in dread. 

He attacked the creed of New England, a 
creed that had within it the ferocity of Knox, 
the malice of Caivin, the cruelty of Jonathan 
Edwards; areligion that had a monster for a 
god; a religion whose dogmas would have 
shocked cannibals feasting on babes. Horace 
Seaver followed the light of his brain—the im- 
pulse of his heart. He was attacked, but he 
answered the insulter withasmile; and even 
he who coined malignant lies was treated as a 
friend misied. He did not ask God to forgive 
his enemies—he forvave them himself. The 
man who lies before us wrapped in perfect 
peace practiced no art to hide or half conceal 
histhought. He did not write or speak the 
double words that might be useful in retreat. 
He gave a truthful transcript of his mind 
and sought to make his meaning olear as 


light. 
SYMPATHY WIDE AS WANT. 

Horace Seaver was a good and loyal eiti- 
zen of the neutral republic, a believer in in- 
tellectual W one who knew that 
bigotry is born of ignorance and fear, the 

rovincialism of the brain. He did not belong 

o the tribe, or to the nation, but to the 
human race. His sympathy was wide as want, 
and, like the sky, bent above the suffering 
world, Horace Seaver pursued his way, he 
worked and wrought as best he could in soli- 
tude and want. He knew the day would 
come. He lived to be rewarded for his toil, to 
see most f the laws repealed that hed made 
outcasts of the nobiest, the wisest and the 
best. He lived to see the foremost preachers 
of the world attack the sacred creeds. He 
lived to see the sciences released from super- 
stition’s clutch. He lived to see the orthodox 
theologian take his place with the professor 
of the black art, the fortune-teller and astrolo- 
ger. He lived to see the best and greatest 
of the world accept his thought; to see the 
theologians displaced by the great and true 
priests of nature, by Humboldt ana Darwin, 
by Huxley and Haeckel. Within the narrow 
compass of his life the world was changed. 
The railway, the steamship, the telegraph 
made all nations neighbors; countless 2 
ventions have made the luxuries of the past 
the necessities of to-day. Life has been en- 
riched and man ennobled. The ologist 
has read the records of frost and flame, of 
wind and rain; the astronomer has told the 
story of the stars; the biologist has sougnt 
the germ of life, ard m every department of 
knowtedge the torch of science sheds its 
sacred light. The ancient creeds have grown 
absurd;

ived to see a monument unvelied to Bruno in 
the city of Rome—to Giordane Bruno, that

He lived 
to see the victim of the church a victor; lived 
to see his memory honored bya nation freed 
from papal chains. He worked knowing what 
the end must be, expecting little while he 
lived; but he knew that every fact in the wide 
universe was on his side. He knew that truth 
can wait, so he worked, patient as eternity. 
He had the brain of a philosopher and the 
heart of a child. 

„Horace Seaver was a man of common sense. 
By thatI mean one who knows the law of 
average. He denied the Bible, not on account 
of what had been discovered in astronomy,or 
the length of time it took to formthe delta of 
the Nile. But he compared the things he 
found in the Tr book with what he 
knew. He knew that antiquity added nothing 
to probability, that lapse of time can never 
take the place of cause, and that the dust can 
never gather thick enough upon mistakes to 


make them equal with the truth. He 
knew that the old by no possi- 
bility could have been more won- 


derful than the new, and that the present is a 


erpetual torch by which we know the past. 
o bim all miracies were mistakes, w *

arents were cunning and credulity. 
— that miracies were not, because they 
are not. He believed in the sublime, un- 
broken and eternal march of causes and et- 
fects, denying the chaos ofchance and the 
caprice of power. 

A RELIGION OF ROOF AND RAIMENT. 

He tested the past by the now, and judged 
ot all the men and graces of the world by 
those he knew. He believed in religion of 
free throught and good deed, of character, of 
t of honest endeavor, of cheerful 
hope, of sympathy, and above all, in the re- 
ligion of love and liberty, in a religion for 
every day, for the world in which we 
live, for the present; the religion of root and 
raiment, of food, of intelligence, of intellect- 
val hospitality; the religion that gives health 
and happiness, freedom and content. In the 
religion of work and in the ceremonies of 
honest labor he lived for this world; if there 
be another he will live for that. 

In nature’s course his time had come, the 
four seasons were complete in him. The 
r could never come again.

A FIERY SPIRIT SLEEPS. 
Alfred Aylward, 


a Life-Long Kevolution- 
ist, Dead. 


New Tonk, August 26.—Alfred Aylward, 
formerly of the Transvaal Republic and more 
recently of this city, died at West Littieton, 
N. H., yesterday. He had been ailing for some 
time and was very feeble for a month or so be- 
fore his death, owing toa fall from a wagon. 
Ayiward was boro in the south of Ireland in 
the year 1845. His earlier days were spent in 


a Jesuit college, where he acquired a knowl- 
edge of medicine. At the age of 26 he started 
in politics, joining one of the secret 
societies then in formation of Fenianisw. 
Getting into hot water on account of bis open 
and fearless way of speaking he came to 
America and served on the side of the North 
inthe Warof the Rebellion on the medical 
staff. Returning to Ireland at the close of the 
war he again espoused the cause of the Fe- 
nlans. His restiess spirit could find no suita- 
ble employment in Dublin, and when Gari- 
baiditook up arms he joined him. He re- 
turned to the capital of Ireland after the 
Italian campaign and again resumed his place 
in the Fenlan movement. 

He was given a command in the uprising of 
March 5, 1867, and failing to carry out his part 
of the plan of action got into disrepute. 

He afterward went to Africa. He took a 
prominent place among the Boers almost as 
soon as he landed among them. When hos- 
tilities began he was taken into the confidence 
of Joubert, the leader of the Boers, and the 
resuit justified the 8 He knew the 
temper ofthe English people and suggested 
a corps of crack shots to pick off the officers 
of their army. The percentage of officers 
killed and wounded in the Transvaal was very 
large, and ag British officers are usually men 
ofsocia:i diftinction, the effect in England 
was very serious. There was no doubt at the 
time that the death of Sir George Colley had 
much to do with the calling of a truce. 

During a short residence in Scotland he 
wrote the ‘‘Taansvaal of To-day,’’ and the 
work has become a standard on the subject. 
He was an impassioned and eloquent orator 
and possessed an unusnal flow of language. 
In appearance he was tall and handsome, 
with the manners and refinement of a gen- 
tleman, yet betraying a dash of fire that 
seemed never to sieep within him. 

He came to this city to remain in 1882 and 
lectured and wrote for tbe papers. The fol- 
lowing year he married Miss Carrie Van 
Hoesen of Brooklyn, It was a runaway 
match. He was divorced from his wife about 
two years ago. 


THE BEHRING SEA TROUBLE, 


Senator Frye Talks About the Incident and 
Legisiation This Winter. 


AUGUSTA, Me., August 26.—Senator W. P. 
Frye, just as he was leaving here last evening 
for the Rangely Lake regions, said, in re- 
sponse toa query about the Behring Sea 
trouble: 

„The first thing for the United States to de- 
termine is whether or not the sea is a closed 
sea. The House, in the billsent over to the 


Senate the last session, undertook to assert 
the principle of a closed sea. It came to the 
Senate late in the session and was referred to 
the Committee on Foreign Kelations, of 
which I am a member. That commit 
tee reported it back to the Senate 
with the words stricken out, not because the 
committee came to the conclusion that it was 
nota closed sea, but Decause it was a ques- 
tion of the greatest importance, requiring 
large consideration, which there was no time 
to give. My own opinion is that the portion of 
the sea where these controversiés arise bas 
always been a closed sea, so maintained for 
balf a century without any protest on the 
partofany nation. As between Great Britain 
and the United States the question ought not 
to be raised, because if these waters are de- 
clared open waters, in less than five years the 
whole seal fishery would be destroyed, and 
Kugland has as much interest in preserving 
that fishery as we have, for she purchases and 

repares for the market all the skins that are 
Aken.

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A WEALTHY SPANIARD’S END. 


Found Dead in His Bed in a Hotel—An Ec- 
centric Bachelor. 


New YOrK, August 26.—There was a ‘‘Cor- 
oner’s case“ in the Barrett House, No. 1412 
Broadway, yesterday. Manuel Rubira, a 
wealthy Spaniard who was formerly a well- 
known New York sugar merchant, but who 
retired from active business many years ago,

Bicycle Racing in Germany. 


August Lehr, the German champion, who 
recently won the N. C. U. one mile champion- 
ship in England, received an ovation upon his 


return home. The correspondent of Wheeling 
thus describes the scene: The return to 
Frankfort from London of the bicycle cham- 
pion Lehr last evening gave place to one of the 
greatest ovations I ever saw tendered to any 
human being. Lehr was to arrive at 7:30 p. m., 
but by 6 o'clock crowds were lined along the 
principal atreets. The spectators were made 
up of all classes. At the hour of the train’s 
arrival a band of music was heard down the 
street. Down rushed the crowds from all sides 
till the thoroughfare was blocked. One would 
have thought Barnum’s circus was making 
its entry. All the balconies of the fine build- 
ings inthe Mainzer strasse were filled with 
ladies and gentiemen. Lehr walked along- 
side of his bicycle followed by the cycle clubs 
ofthe city bearing banners and headed by 
mounted police. As the young fellow’s head 
was caught sight of the cheers that rollod 
along the lines would have stirred the German 
Emperor. Ladies waved their handkerchiefs, 
men swung their bats, while fromthe bal- 
conies above bouquets were showered upon the 
champion of the wheel. But the most extraor- 
dinary scene occurred after Lehr had 
passed. Then the crowd broke and surged 
after him. Tue desire to follow tn his wake 
wasso great that women were crushed again st 
the walls, children were thrown down and 
everybody went pell-mell after the procession. 
This continued untilthe procession came to 
an end, I have seen ovationsto all kinds of 
champions—to those who had won distinction 
in letters, in sports and in politics, but this 
beat them all.

THE LAUNDRY TROUBLES, 


CAUSES OF THE SUCCESSFUL COMPETITION 
OF THE CHINESE WASHERMEN. 


An Ex-City Attorney of Seattle, W. T., Gives 
an Account of the Laundry War in That 
Place—How the Chinese Reduce Running 
Expenses—Bemarkable Health of the Ce- 
lestials, 


HE trouble that has 

been going on between 

the Chinese laundrymen 

and the white men and 

women engaged in the 

same business, said 

Eli Winslow of Seattle, 

EW. T., who has been 

visiting friends in this 

Z city, appears to strike 

the citizens of St. Louis 

as something remarka- 

able, but to me it isa 

twice-told tale. For the last ten years we 

have had periodical trouble of the same nat 

ure, and the sight of men bearing banners 

denunciatory of the Chinese washermen 

is one that can be seen in our streets at al- 

most any time. In 188 I was employed in the 

City Attorney’s office, and my duty was to in- 

vestigate several riotous demonstrations that 

had taken place, discover, if possible, the 

guilty parties, and also prepare materials for 

a report to be made bythe Mayor to the 

Governor of the State, which was to set forth 

the cause of the frequent disturbances and 
occasional outbreaks that had taken place. 

WHY CHINESE WORK IS CHEAP, 

„J have read with great interest in the 
POST- DISPATCH the accounts of the trouble in 
this city, and freely say that the case, as far 
as I can judge, has been very fairly and clearly 
stated. The causes of trouble seem to be 
laentical with those which agitated Seattle. 
When reduced to its lowest terms, the prin- 
cipal reason of complaint will be found to be 
the lower price at which the Chinamen 
work, and also, if a careful investigation 


were made, Itnink that the ap tly su- 
perior quality of the work . be found to 
play no inconsiderable figure. That the Uhi- 
nese make less than others I am not inclined 
to believe. Their receipts for an hour’s work 
may be less, but this is more than made up by 
creased running expenses. t isa very 
nsiderablie item, and this the Chinese know 
how to reduce to the minimum, not so much 
by paying lower rates, but by making one 
shop practically do the work of two. Nine 
hours’ work is about av for white 
laundrymen, and when this is over the shop 
is closed until the next day. is ie not the 
case with the Chinese, who invariably run at 
least a shift and a balf or even two full shifts. 
When one set of workmen out another 
stands ready to commence Ww „and 60 wash- 
ing goes on night and day. The mens as

HEALTH OF THE CHINESE. 

Then the Chinamen are wonderfully atten- 
tive to business, and seldom miss a day or an 
hour. They have scarcely any holidays, and 
work week in and week out. In our laundries 
weemploy many women, who often are all- 
ing, and if they are not compelled to be 
absent, cannot work efficiently at all times. 
The Chinese, on the other hand, are about the 
healthiest race in the country. In Sah Fran- 
cisco, where they are hated, a medical board 
was appointed to investigate Chinatown. 
The real, although not the ostensibie object, 
was to prove that the closely-crowded Chinese 
quarter wasamenace to the health of the 
city, and thus give a reason for its abolition. 
But after a most searching examination it was 
proved that no quarter of thecity was so 
healthy. The men were packed like ants, 
sleeping in tiers of canvas bunks, four or five 
deep, but the health rate was better than in 
the most fashionable quarter of the 
city. One reason given for this was 
the fact that nearly all China- 
men come to this country as young, 
vigorous men. The emigration society re- 
fuses to transport the old or diseased, and 
thus we get the best ofthe coolie class. 

REMARKABLE PERSONAL CLEANLINESS. 

But the principal cause for thgir health is 
the remarkable cleanliness ofthe Chinese. 
This is undoubted but not apparent. 
naman can stand a great dea) of dirt about 
him, but carefully keeps his person free from 
it. 11 you will notice you will see that their 
linen tunics and stockings are spotiess, and 
all who have observed their habits know that 
they bathe every day. A railroad 
contractor told me that he had about 1,000 
men, half white and half Chinese, working in 
the same road Kang. Very night the Chinese 
brought out little f ot-tubs, and bathed trom 
head to foot, an example which not 2 per cent 
of their white co-laborers followed. This, 
with moderation in diet, is the cause of the 
healthiness of the Chinese, and their effeo- 
tiveness and reliability as workmen. One 
factthe opponents of the celestial laundry- 
men ought to bring out is the manner in which 
they ruin the ciothes given them to wasn. 
They vome from the laundry snow white, and 
can compare favorably with the best machine 
work. This result is obtained by the free use 
of concentrated lye, which rots linen and 
causes it to wear out far earlier than it should. 
There is no doubt whatever that five-sixths of 
the Chinese earnings go out of the country, 
never to return, and in this lies the chief ob- 

ction to their employment. The situation 

ere is exactly similar to that in Seattle, 
although in ajesser degree. We had to grin 
and bear it, the anti-Chinese riots were 
suppressed, and the citizens did not show 
sufficient public * to pay more than they 
were required to do for their washing in order 
to encourage white labor, Perhaps St. Louis 
may bé more patriotic.’’
